Thé issue of parity for farmers 
has become one of national impor- 
tance; not only’ for the American 
farmer, but also for workers, busi- 


nessmen, consumers, and the total | 


American: public. 


Parity and its relationship to 
food: price» ceilings: has headlined 
the importance of this vital tech- 
nique: of farm support: 


What is parity? It is a device 
whereby the purchasing power of 
the farmer is maintained in accord 
with its status during a base pe- 
riod, usually an average of the 
period 1909-1914. 

Uncle Sam presumes the farm- 
er’s position at that time was nor- 
mal and satisfactory, and parity 
prices are designed to maintain 
that level. 

BASIS—1909-1914 

The calculation of parity is un- 
dertaken by averaging the present 
prices of the typical commodities 
that he buys and comparing them 
with 1909-1914 prices. 

Typical commodities include 
food, clothing, agricultural imple- 
ments, seed, and more recently, 
agricultural labor. 

The parity price for a bushel of 
Wheat in October of 1951, 
example, was $2:41, a price fixed 
to give the farmer the same return 
in commodities: he buys that he ob- 
tained. about: 40 years ago. 

If at any time the average price 
of these commodities purchased by 


the farmer goes up, so does parity; | 


and if the parity goes up, so do the 
various supports, subsidies, and 
price: ceilings which are based on 
this concept. 

The idea of parity first became 
popular and won acceptance dur- 
ing the New Deal era, when it was 
used as a basis of government aid 
to agriculture.

Need Health Insurance 


“‘Workingmen and women want—and need—national 
health insurance. 

But the 1951 Congress did nothing about the tremen- 
dous need for a health insurance program. 

Here’s the way such a program would work: 

1. A tiny part of your week’s pay would go into a 
huge national health insurance fund, the way part of 
your pay now goes for social security. 

2. A huge health insurance fund would be built up. 

3. When you got sick and needed a doctor, you 
would call your regular doctor, just as you do now. 

4. The doctor would come out, examine you, send 
you to a hospital if necessary, just as he does now. 

5. But you wouldn’t get any bill from the doctor, 
as you now do. Instead, your doctor would send his bill 
to the national health insurance fund, which would pay 
him. 

Remember that national health insurance is no dif- 
ferent than any other insurance setup, except that every- 
one would carry it. 

Workingmen and women know how avd it is to 
pay the large doctor bills that serious sickness brings. 
But, year after vear since the end of World War II. 
Congress has ignored the need for a national health 
insurance program. 


The Lawless Lobby 


The meat industry not only has gone on strike 
against the United States Government in time of war 
by refusing to sell meat to the armed forces unless it can 
make more profits. It also is ges: to wreck price con- 
trols by breaking the law. 

Price Stabilizer Mike DiSalle announced October 
16 that 38 per cent of the slaughterhouses the Office of 
Price Stabilization has investigated have broken the 
controls law. 

A total of 957 slaughtering plants out of 2,482 have 
done such tricks as falsifying weight, overcharging 
prices, raising the grade of meat (such as marking 

“good” meat as “prime”’), and have taken payment on 
the side to get around ceiling prices. 

"This campaign is designed to weaken meat controls. 
Then the slaughterers will blame everything on the 
price control law. They hope enough congressmen will 
believe them and kill the law. 

It’s a new tvpe of pressure group, which might well 


be called the Lawless Lobby.

The nation’s big meat interests are still on strike against the boys 


in service, The big packers refuse to sell beef to the Armed Services 
...-only.a few small slaughterers have even offered bids on the huge 
amounts of meat needed at once. 

Here is the story behind the maneuvering to gouge Uncle Sani 
on the deal. The big meat packers are holding out for more money. 
The Agriculture Department is urging the Armed Services to pay 
higher prices ... but the OPS is opposing the deal . . . demanding in- 


stead that the Army refuse to knuckle to the meat industry ... and 
advising the Army to draft beef ... just like it drafted men. 
@ Rail Pensions OK . 

In all the unpleasant tidings, a bit of good news. President 


Truman signed into law the measure which increases benefits for 
about 400,000 persons under the Railroad Retirement Act. This means 
that about a quarter of a million persons retired from railroad service 
because of age or permanent disability will get an immediate 15 percent 
boost in pension payments. An additional 150,000 widows, children and 
dependent parents, classified as survivors will receive one-third more 
than they got formerly. Congress not only passed this long needed 
improvement but also approved a resolution providing for a complete 
study of the complex railroad retirement system.

If you work for yourself, you 
may need a social security account 
number when you file your income 
tax return for 1951. 


The 1950 amendments extended 


old-age and survivors insurance 
coverage to all self-employed per- 
sons except farmers: and members 
of certain professional groups, such 
as doctors, lawyers, architects, en- 
gineers, public. accountants, and 
funeral directors. Even farm oper- 
ators, or people self-employed in 
the excluded professions are af- 
fected if, in addition to their regu- 
lar work, they engage in a self- 
employment enterprise covered by 
the law. For example, a doctor who 
also operates. a drug store, or a 
lawyer who is also self-employed as 
an insurance broker. If you: are 
covered by the law, you'll have to 
pay. a social security tax when you 
file your federal income tax return 
for 1951,.unless the net earnings 
derived from your trade or busi- 
ness are less than $400 for the tax- 
able year. Payment of the tax is 
mandatory if you meet the require- 
ments; however, only the _ first 
$3600 of your net earnings will be 
taxed. The tax rate for 1951 is 2% 
per cent for self-employed persons, 
and the tax must. be paid in full 
when you file your 1951 tax return. 


Some self-employed persons. will 
be able to retire as early as Jan. 
1, 1953, and receive the. maximum 
retirement benefit. For-example, a 
person who reaches the age of ‘65 
by January, 1953, will be eligible 
for retirement at the maximum 
of $80 a month, if his net earnings 
are at least $3600 in each of the 
years 1951 and 1952..Although an 
employee working for wages may 
file a claim as early as July 1, 1952, 
if he reached age 65 and retired at 
the end of June, the self-employed 
person who reached 65 at the same 
time must defer filing his social 
security claim until the beginning 
of 1953. The reason for this is that 
he cannot get credit for his 1952 
earnings until he has filed them 
on his income tax return for that 
year, and we cannot do this until 
the beginning of the following year. 

Self-employed persons who. do 
not already have social security 
numbers can get them from the 
nearest office of the Social Security 
Administration. Social Security of- 
fices now have a supply of a new 
booklet called “Do You Work. for 
Yourself?” which explains social 
security for the self-employed. Any 
interested person can obtain a copy 
free of charge by telephoning or by

Showdown on the tense water- 
front struggle came when the Isth- 


last Thursday following a court 
ruling whieh declared an invisible 
CIO engineers’ picket line to be 
invalid. 

The dispute had its origins last 
June when the CIO engineers’ un- 
ion advised the AFL Seafarers’ In- ; 
Union it intended to 
strike the Isthmian Line ships in- 
dependently, despite the “fact that 
the CIU held contracts covering 
sailors, firemen, and cooks, and ac- 
tually claimed a majority of the 
engineers. 

Charging that the strike was di- 
rected at AFL bargaining rights, 
the SIU revealed that only 22 per 
cent of the engineers answered the 
strike call, which was reportedly 
effected without any vote action. 

The Isthmian Line then signed a 
contract with the AFL Brother- 
hood of Marine Engineers as rep- 
resenting the overwhelming ma- 
jority of engineers. An agreement 
was negotiated which is now before 
the Wage Stabilization Board for 
approval. 

The CIO engineers’ strike was 
not recognized as valid by East 
Coast and Gulf longshoremen or 
seamen, and the full 40 ships of 
the Isthmian line sailed without 
disturbance, their AFL crews be- 
ing bona fide trade unionists. 

When five Isthmian ships re-

Harfy Lundeberg, president of 
the Seafarers International Union 
and chief of the Sailors Union of 
the Pacific, attributéd the vietory 
to AFL unity on land and sea. 

Lundeberg charged that the 
Strife-torn and faction-ridden San 
Francisco local of Bridges’ long- 
shoremen would have belted the 
ILWU in the face of AFL -long- 
shoremen working the Isthmian 
ships.
